You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  on  Tuesday,  March  11,  1958,  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  matters: 

Article     1.     To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Cemetery  Commissioners,  and  any  other  town  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  a  Town  Treasurer,  one  Highway  Agent,  one  or 
more  Auditors,  one  Library  trustee  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  the  term  of  five 
years,  one  Trustee  of  trust  funds  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  all  other  necessary  Town  officers. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  contribute 
funds  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  highways,  as  provided 
in  Chapter  188,  Part  13,  Laws  of  1945,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  required  for  this  purpose.

The  faculties  of  the  schools  experienced  only  threi 
changes  in  tEeir  personnel.  The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Doris 
Demick  to  accept  a  position  with  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion in  Vermont  created  ;i  vacancy  at  the  Graded  School  for 
grade  one.  Also,  Mr.  John  Matthews  left  the  High  School 
and  is  employed  at  Mclndoes  Academy. 

Mrs.  Jeanette  Masten  of  Wells  River,  Vermont,  was  em 
ployed  as  teacher  for  grade  one.  Mrs.  Masten  has  a  B.Ed, 
degree  from  Plymouth  Teachers  College  and  is  a  teacher 
with  many  years  of  successful  teaching  experience. 

Mrs.  Gladys  Desrochers  of  Barnet,  Vermont,  accepted 
the  position  of  instructor  in  business  education  at  the  High 
School.  Mrs.  Desrochers  is  also  an  experienced  teacher.  She 
attended  the  University  of  Vermont  and  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  College  of  Business. 

An  additional  teaching  position  was  created  to  accom- 
modate the  increasing  enrollment  at  both  schools.  This 
made  possible  the  departmentalizing  of  VII  and  VIII  grade 
English  at  the  graded  school,  and  the  relieving  of  over- 
crowded conditions  in  social  studies  classes  at  the  high 
school. 

Mr.  Donald  Evans  of  Gorham,  New  Hampshire,  a  grad- 
uate of  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  with  a  B.Ed,  degree, 
was  hired  for  this  teaching  assignment.  The  administration 
has  been  very  pleased  with  the  work  of  all  the  instructors 
and  feels  very  fortunate  in  rilling  the  vacancies  with  such 
fine  people. 

The  condition  of  the  playground  at  the  graded  school  is 
in  a  most  unsatisfactory  state.  A  re-surfacing  job  will  be 
necessary  to  overcome  this  problem.  Entire  surface  is  ap- 
proximately 2,000  sq.  yds.  Cost  of  hot  patch  quoted  at 
$1.80  per  sq.  yd. 

There  are  several  changes  in  the  plant  at  the  high  school 
that  are  anticipated  as  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the 
pupils.  These,  in  general,  have  been  touched  upon  in  a  Re- 
port of  a  Visiting  Committee  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  who  visited  the  school  last  November.  The  task 
of  this  committee  was  to  evaluate  the  offerings  of  the  sec- 
ondary schools  in  terms  of  the  Minimum  Standards  and 
Recommended  Practices  for  New  Hampshire  Secondary 
Schools,  Grades  9-12,  which  will  become  effective  September 
1958. 
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REPORT  ON  VISIT  TO  WOODSVILLE  HIGH  SCHOOL 
November  20,  1957 

"On  November  20,  1957,  the  following  staff  members  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education  visited  Woodsville  High 
School:    Messrs.  Neal  Andrews,  and  Russell  Leavitt. 

"The  purposes  of  the  visit  were  twofold:  the  first  was  to 
clarify  what  action,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  qualify  Woods- 
ville High  School  as  an  Approved  High  School  under  the 
Minimum  Standards  which  will  go  into  effect  in  September 
1958;  the  second  was  to  identify  aspects  of  the  school  plant 
and  program  which  are  in  need  of  attention  if  Woodsville 
is  to  offer  a  truly  comprehensive  high  school  program. 

"In  addition  to  the  comments  included  in  this  report, 
other  recommendations  and  suggestions  were  presented 
verbally  to  Superintendent  Phil  A.  Bennett,  and  Principal 
Anatole  E.  Pendo.  Although  these  were  not  detailed  here,  it 
is  hoDed  that  each  will  be  given  careful  consideration. 

"The  staff  of  our  department  is  available  to  assist  in  any 
appropriate  manner  as  steps  are  taken  to  implement  the 
ideas  presented  in  this  report. 

Action  Necessary  Under  Minimum  Standards 

"1.  For  1958-1959  the  class  periods  must  be  lengthened 
to  at  least  forty-five  minutes  in  length  exclusive  of  time  for 
passing.  They  are  now  forty-five  minutes  gross  time. 

"2.  No  teacher  may  teach  more  than  six  periods  a  day. 
The  Industrial  Arts  teacher  has  been  assigned  seven,  and 
his  load  must  be  reduced. 

Action  Strongly  Recommended 

"1.  Additional  teachers  are  necessary  in  order  to  avoid 
a  program  consisting  of  alternating  courses  and  electives 
which  are  restrictive  in  nature.  The  time  schedule  should 
provide  opportunities  for  homogeneous  grouping  in  English, 
Mathematics,  and  Science;  provide  expanded  programs  in 
Physical  Education,  Driver  Education,  Modern  Foreign 
Languages,  Personal  Typewriting  for  more  pupils  starting 
in  grade  ten,  Social  Studies,  Advanced  Mathematics,  a 
Language  Arts  elective  in  grade  twelve,  and  Guidance. 

"2.  A  re-examination  of  the  Social  Studies  program 
should  be  made  to  consider  the  following  suggestions:

(a)      Civics  and   Youth   Problems  should  be  a   Grade  !)

(1))  Contemporary  Problems  should  be  in  the  Social 
Studies  course  for  seniors, 

(c)  Consumer  Problems  could  well  be  a  two-year  pro- 
gram for  grades  1 1  and  12. 

"3.  The  present  Science  room  is  nol  large  enough  to 
meet  the  needs  for  teaching  four  different  typo  of  Science 
courses.  A  good  multi  purpose  Science  area  should  provide 
about  thirty  square  feet  per  pupil,  excluding  storage  space. 
A  survey  should  be  made  of  the  existing  equipment  and 
facilities  in  Science  in  order  to  provide  essential  apparatus, 
supplies  and  furniture. 

"4.  A  study  should  foe  made  of  the  Business  Education 
program  to  determine:  the  best  place  to  first  offer  Type- 
writing I,  Personal  Typewriting,  and  Bookkeeping,  and  how 
Clerical  pupils  can  best  be  trained.  Arrangements  should  be 
made  to  provide  experience  with  several  types  of  the  more 
common  business  machines. 

"5.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  setting  up  a  four- 
year  General  Shop  course  which  will  provide  exploratory 
experiences  in  not  less  than  five  of  the  recommended  areas, 
one  of  which  should  be  Mechanical  Drawing.  Project  Draw- 
ing should  be  a  part  of  the  instruction  in  each  area. 

"6.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  shifting  the  Home 
Economics  program  into  a  four-year  comprehensive  se- 
quence. 

->7.  Among  the  required  three  offerings  in  the  Fine  Arts, 
there  should  be  at  least  one  offering  in  the  Visual  Arts. 

"8.  There  should  be  a  well  organized  program  in  Health 
and  Physical  Education  which  will  provide  for  at  least  two 
or  three  periods  per  week  for  each  pupil. 

"9.  There  should  be  a  school  library  room  in  the  build- 
ing large  enough  to  accommodate  an  average  sized  class. 
The  library  should  not  be  used  as  a  "study  hall."  A  teacher 
should  be  assigned  the  responsibility  of  organizing  the 
library  and  for  training  assistants  to  work  in  the  library, 
when  she  is  otherwise  occupied.  She  should  have  a  period 
a  day  assigned  for  this  purpose  and  for  work  connected  with 
other  library  responsibilities. 

A  minimum  of  $300.00  should  be  budgeted  yearly  and 
every  five  years  a  large  sum  should  be  assigned  for  the  pur- 
pose of  buying  encyclopedia. 
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10.  A  half  or  whole  unit  elective  course  in  Mechanical 
Drawing  is  appropriate  for  academic  pupils.  The  Mechanical 
Drawing  class  should  meet  in  a  room  which  is  more  suited 
for  their  work."

The  two  items  noted  as  ACTION  NECESSARY 
UNDER  MINIMUM  STANDARDS  are  administrative 
problems  and  are  easily  accomplished,  as  are  all  items  under 
ACTION  STRONGLY  RECOMMENDED  except  items 
3  and  9. 

The  latter  two  items  will  need  special  action  by  the  Dis- 
trict at  its  annual  school  meeting.  When  preliminary  plans 
were  drawn  for  possible  expansion  of  the  building,  the 
present  assembly  room  and  stage  were  combined  with  the 
science  laboratory  for  an  expanded  program.  Were  this  to 
be  so  remodeled,  the  stage  and  science  laboratory  would 
become  an  enlarged  and  improved  science  unit.  The  east 
end  of  the  Assembly  room  could  become  a  much  needed 
library. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  citizens  will  act  favorably  toward 
these  suggestions.  If  we  continue  to  attract  tuition  students, 
we  are  obligated  to  them,  currently  43%  of  the  enrollment, 
as  well  as  to  the  resident  pupils,  for  an  acceptable  minimum 
standard  of  physical  plant  accommodations.  An  example 
of  this  is  the  excellent  facilities  of  the  Community  Building 
for  the  school  lunch  program. 

Appreciation  is  again  expressed  for  the  continued  support 
of  the  community  in  its  schools,  for  the  activity  of  the 
school  board  in  its  policy  action,  and  for  the  initiative  and 
loyalty  of  the  teachers  and  other  employees,  especially  the 
building  custodians  and  lunch  operators.

The  baseball  team,  coached  by  Mr.  John  Matthews,  was 
admitted  into  the  White  Mountain  Conference  which  was 
composed  of  the  following  teams:  Colebrook,  Lancaster, 
Gorham,  Groveton,  Littleton.  Stratford,  Whitefield  and 
Woodsville.  It  compiled  a  record  of  9  wins  and  2  losses  and 
as  the  result,  went  into  NHIAA  baseball  tournament  play- 
off against  St.  Patrick,  losing  out  13  to  5. 

However,  the  baseball  team  tied  Groveton  for  1st  place 
in  the  White  Mountain   Conference.    The   teams   did   not

Most  of  them  proved 
to  be  entertaining  as  well  as  educational. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  work  in  such  harmony 
with  Supt.  Phil  Bennett  and  the  members  of  the  School 
Board.  Their  understanding,  help,  thoughtfulness  and  com- 
plete cooperation  in  all  matters  made  my  work,  indeed,  a 
pleasant  task. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  many  townspeople  who  have,  so  gen- 
erously, contributed  so  much  to  the  school  activities  by 
their  donations  of  work,  time,  and  money,  and  who  have 
always  been  ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  whenever  a  lend- 
ing hand  was  necessary.

1  submit  herein  my  annual  report  of  Woodsville  Graded 
School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1!)57. 

The  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1957-58  included  3(M5 
pupils.  This  large  enrollment  produced  a  problem  with 
such  a  small  playground,  making  necessary  several  recesses 
so  that  not  too  many  youngsters  would  be  on  the  play- 
ground at  once.  The  surface  of  the  playground  is  also  in 
bad  shape  and  I  would  recommend  a  hardtop  surface  to 
alleviate  this  problem. 

The  transition  from  grade  school  where  the  children  have 
had  one  teacher  for  all  subjects  to  high  school  where  they 
have  a  different  teacher  for  each  subject  is  a  hard  one.  The 
addition  of  Mr.  Evans  to  the  Grade  School  staff  to  teach 
English  in  grades  7  and  8  has  helped  in  this  problem.  Grade 
7  now  has  two  regular  teachers — Mrs.  Lewis  and  Mr.  Evans 
and  Grade  8  has  three  regular  teachers — Mr.  McKelvey, 
Mrs.  Lewis  and  Mr.  Evans.  These  grades  also  have  different 
teachers  for  music,  home  economics  and  shop.  This  enables 
the  teachers  to  specialize  in  certain  subjects,  all  of  which 
leads  to  a  better  education  for  these  pupils.  The  change 
from  grade  school  to  high  school  for  the  Woodsville  pupils 
should  be  much  easier  in  the  future. 

Athletic  teams  at  the  Grade  School  include  basketball 
and  baseball  for  the  boys  and  basketball  for  the  girls.  The 
boys'  basketball  team  was  especially  successful,  being  un- 
defeated and  winning  the  Lion's  Club  Tournament  at  Brad- 
ford, Vt.,  and  the  Junior  High  Tournament  held  at  Little- 
ton. 

A  music  festival  in  which  all  children  took  part  was  held 
before  a  very  large  audience  at  the  Community  Building  in 
May. 

The  large  enrollments  in  each  grade  with  children  with 
wide  ranges  of  ability  has  created  many  hardships  for  the 
teachers.  I  want  to  congratulate  them  on  the  fine  job  they 
have  done  to  meet  this  challenge.  The  cooperation  of  all 
teachers  has  been  much  appreciated. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  Supt.  Phil  Bennett  and  the  School 
Board  for  their  constant  cooperation  in  all  matters.

The  faculty  of  the  Haverhill  Elementary  School  con- 
tinues to  do  excellent  work  and  willioul  change  of  personnel. 
The  enrollment  of  pupils  in  September  was  269,  a  decreas< 
of  six  pupils  from  the  1956-1957  school  year. 

The  increased  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  building  is  most. 
gratifying,  not  only  by  citizen  groups,  but  by  the  Academy 
pupils.  The  addition  of  dressing  rooms  with  showers  would 
add  greatly  to  the  convenience  of  the  pupils,  especially  when 
the  activity  room  is  used  by  the  Academy  athletic  ham-. 

The  Academy  social  studies  instructor,  Mr.  John  O'Brien, 
was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Kathleen  Kallum  Harris.  Mrs.  Harris 
graduated  from  Plymouth  Teachers  College  and  holds  a  B. 
Ed.  degree.  This  is  her  first  year  of  teaching. 

The  Academy  enrollment  increased  from  100  pupils  dur- 
ing the  1950-57  year  to  110  in  September,  1957.  This  trend 
will  undoubtedly  continue  until  190-2.  , 

The  increased  enrollment  made  it  feasible  to  employ  an 
additional  teacher.  It  was  also  possible  to  do  this  by  having 
the  classroom  available  in  Pearson  Hall. 

Mr.  Frank  Kramm  of  Ely,  Vermont,  accepted  this  posi- 
tion, as  instructor  in  French.  Physics,  Psychology,  and  So- 
ciology. Mr.  Kramm  is  a  graduate  of  Fordham  University, 
New  York  City,  and  holds  a  degree  of  B.  S.  in  Ed.  He  has 
previously  taught  in  Vermont  and  in  Connecticut. 

Mrs.  Greta  Morris  is  doing  a  fine  job  with  the  lunch  pro- 
gram, having  replaced  Mrs.  Chapman  as  supervisor.  Mrs. 
Delestatious  assists  Mrs.  Morris. 

As  pointed  out  by  Principal  Jenkins  in  his  report  of  last 
year,  the  Academy  is  weak  in  its  offerings  in  the  fields  of 
both  Fine  Arts  and  Practical  Arts.  This  has  been  more 
forcefully  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  administration 
by  the  report  of  a  visiting  team  from  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Education,  which  studied  the  Academy's 
offering's  in  order  to  evaluate  them  in  terms  of  the  Minimum 
Standards  and  Recommended  Practices  for  New  Hampshire 
Secondary  Schools,  Grades  9-12.  Effective  September,  1958. 
the  secondary  schools  of  New  Hampshire  will  be  approved 
by  the  standards  above  mentioned.  The  report  of  the 
visiting  committee  follows: 

"On  December  13,  1957.  the  following  staff  members  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education  visited  Haverhill  Acad- 
emy:   Messrs.  Roland  B.  Kimball,  and  C.  Paul  Quimby. 
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"The  purpose  of  the  visit  was  twofold:  First,  to  clarify 
what  action,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  qualify  Haverhill  Acad- 
emy as  an  Approved  High  School  under  the  Minimum 
Standards  which  will  go  into  effect  in  September,  1958; 
second,  to  identify  aspects  of  the  school  plant  and  program 
which  are  in  need  of  attention  if  Haverhill  is  to  offer  a 
truly  comprehensive  high  school  program. 

"In  addition  to  the  comments  included  in  this  report, 
other  recommendations  and  suggestions  were  presented 
verbally  to  Superintendent  Phil  A.  Bennett,  and  Principal 
Friend  Jenkins.  Although  these  are  not  detailed  here,  it  is 
hoped  that  each  will  be  given  careful  consideration. 

"The  staff  of  our  department  is  available  to  assist  in  any 
appropriate  manner  as  steps  are  taken  to  implement  the 
ideas  presented  in  this  report. 

Action    Necessary    Under   Minimum   Standards 

"1.  Only  one  opportunity  in  the  Fine  Arts  area  is  now 
offered.  Another  year,  two  more  offerings  will  be  necessary. 
The  need  for  instrumental  music  instruction  and  for  visual 
art  instruction  should  be  considered  as  the  Fine  Arts  pro- 
gram is  expanded. 

"2.  Twelve  unit  courses  in  the  Vocational  and  Practical 
Arts  area  are  required  by  the  Minimum  Standards.  The 
present  program  has  less  than  this  number  because  no  Indus- 
trial Arts  opportunities  are  provided.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  develop  a  more  comprehensive  program  in  Practical 
Arts. 

"3.  Several  periods  are  now  listed  as  forty-five  minutes 
in  length  but  inclusive  of  time  for  passing.  The  adminis- 
tration is'  reminded  that  the  new  time  requirement  for  a 
minimum  of  forty-five  minutes  per  period  is  exclusive  of 
time  for  passing. 

"4.  Although  the  present  school  day  of  6  hours  and  50 
minutes  is  well  above  the  five  and  one-half  hours  required 
by  the  Minimum  Standards,  it  is  noted  that  a  double  ac- 
tivity period  is  being  used  during  portions  of  the  school 
year  and  the  time  of  regularly  scheduled  classes  is  thus 
reduced.  The  administration  is  reminded  that  under  the 
new  regulations  this  practice  would  be  unacceptable.  Time 
requirements  for  unit  courses  as  cited  on  pages  11  and  12 
of  the  Minimum  Standards  publication  must  be  met  for  all 
students. 
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";>.  The  administration  is  also  reminded  thai  beeausc 
;i  school  library  does  not  now  exist  that  any  plans  For 
building,  alteration,  or  expansion  must  include  adequate 
provisions  for  ;i  school  library. 

Action    Strongly    Recommended 

"The  recommendations  cited  below  will  perhaps  have 
implications  for  expansion  of  the  present  facilities  as  well  as 
classrooms.  Because  the  construction  of  the  present  building 
definitely  limits  expansion,  school  authorities  will  want  to 
give  careful  consideration  to  any  program  that  seeks  to 
build  onto  the  present  building.  All  alternatives  to  provide 
for  the  recommendations  of  this  report  should  be  carefully 
examined  to  determine  what  would  be  the  best  educational 
investment  for  Haverhill. 

"1.  The  program  of  studies  should  be  carefully  studied 
to  determine  whether  it  is  meeting  the  needs  of  all  Haver- 
hill students.  Consideration  should  be' given  the  following 
specific  areas: 

"a.  The  school  now  offers  two  years  of  Latin  and  one 
year  of  French  with  the  possibility  of  offering  more 
years  in  both  languages.  The  foreign  language  stu- 
dent potential  of  a  school  the  size  of  Haverhill 
Academy  should  be  examined  to  determine  whether 
it  is  feasible  to  offer  two  languages.  Every  effort 
should  be  made  to  offer  three  years  of  one  modern 
language  and  the  final  year  of  such  instruction 
should  be  provided  during  the  senior  year. 
"b.  The  Business  Education  program  should  be  exam- 
ined to  see  if  it  would  be  strengthened  by  providing 
for  two  years  of  Typing  in  Grades  10  and  11  in 
place  of  the  one  year  now  provided.  An  offering  in 
Office  Practice  of  a  Clerical  nature  for  students  who 
have  not  taken  Shorthand  should  be  considered, 
"c.  The  present  three-year  program  in  College  Prepara- 
tory Mathematics  would  be  strengthened  if  four 
years  were  offered:  this  wrould  provide  for  two  years 
of  Algebra.  Plane  Geometry,  and  a  senior  year  of 
Advanced  Mathematics  to  include  Trigonometry, 
some  Solid  Geometry,  and  Advanced  Algebra. 
"d.  The  offerings  in  the  Social  Studies  area  might  be 
strengthened  by  a  consolidation  of  the  present 
courses  titled  World  Geography,  Economics.  Busi- 
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ness  Law,  Psychology,  and  Sociology  into  two  unit 
courses  that  do  not  overlap  among  themselves  or 
with  other  courses  offered.  It  is  pointed  out  that 
this  consolidation  would  make  possible  an  offering 
of  Civics  and  Youth  Problems  for  Grade  9  without 
adding  to  the  present  total  number  of  Social  Studies 
courses. 

"e.  The  need  for  an  elective  opportunity  in  the  English 
language  arts  should  be  examined.  It  appears  that 
a  course  in  the  Improvement  of  Reading  would  be 
very  desirable;  enrichment  opportunities  in  either 
writing  or  speech  should  be  considered.  In  addition, 
any  scheduling  device  that  would  permit  some  homo- 
geneous grouping  within  English  classes  would  make 
instruction  more  effective. 

"f.  The  present  offering  in  Music  is  considered  a  single 
Fine  Arts  'Offering'  under  a  liberal  interpretation 
of  the  requirements.  It  is  expected  that  this  offer- 
ing will  be  made  available  for  the  entire  year  and 
that  appropriate  instruction  for  a  year's  program 
will  be  planned. 

"2.  The  educational  program  of  the  school  is  limited 
in  several  aspects  due  to  inadequate  facilities  and  equipment. 
As  this  problem  is  studied,  particular  attention  should  be 
given  the  following: 

"a.  The  Homemaking  Department  is  too  limited  in 
space  and  equipment  and  therefore  unable  to  pro- 
vide a  comprehensive  Homemaking  program. 

"b.  The  science  laboratory  does  not  include  space  for 
the  average-sized  classes  which  it  is  now  expected 
to'  accommodate.  The  need  for  facilities  for  indi- 
vidual experimentation  is  apparent. 

"c.  The  instructional  aids  available  for  the  teaching  of 
Biology  are  extremely  limited.  A  long  range  program 
of  buying  for  this  course  should  be  instigated. 

"d.  Attention  should  be  given  the  equipment  available 
in  the  Business  Education  Department.  An  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  the  operation  of  a  variety  of  office 
machines  is  an  integral  part  of  an  Office  Practice 
course;  possibilities  of  renting  such  equipment  should 
be  explored. 

"3.  Present  policies  relating  to  the  use  of  the  local 
library  in  place  of  any  developmeent  of  a  facility  within 
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the  school  should  be  carefullj  examined.  The  modern 
school  utilizes  the  school  library  as  the  hearl  of  its  ednea 
tional  services;  il  docs  no  I  appear  defensible  to  supporl  with 
school  moiiios  ;i  library  located  aparl  from  the  school  and 
made  available  only  ;i  lew  hours  each  week.  An  immediate 
program  should  he  instituted  to  develop  an  adequate  library 
within  the  school  building  available  to  teachers  and  class<  - 
as  an  instructional  tool.  For  a  school  of  this  size  the  Ameri- 
can Library  Association  standards  indicate  that  $.'500  should 
be  appropriated  annually  for  hooks  and  materials  with  an 
additional  sum  allotted  periodically  for  encyclopedia. 

"4.  The  principal  currently  is  teaching  three  classes, 
supervising  two  study  halls,  teaching  Driver  Education 
both  during  and  after  school,  and  handling  the  guidance  and 
administrative  requirements  of  the  position  without  any 
adult  secretarial  help.  Because  a  school  of  this  size  re- 
quires at  least  two  periods  daily,  specifically  designed  for 
guidance  activities,  it  is  apparent  that  administration,  super- 
vision, and  guidance  cannot  be  effectively  handled  with  this 
present  load.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  reduce  his 
teaching  assignments  and  to  provide  him  with  adult  secre- 
tarial help."

In  commenting  on  the  report,  it  should  be  pointed  out 
that  the  requirements  of  items  3  and  4  under  "Action  Nec- 
essary Under  Minimum  Standards",  are  to  be  quite  easily 
met  by  administrative  procedure. 

Item  1  could  be  met  by  the  employment  of  an  additional 
teacher,  qualified  in  the  field  of  music,  both  vocal  and  in- 
strumental. This  person  would  have  time  to  teach  in  one 
other  subject. 

Item  2  would  require  the  establishing  of  three  or  more 
units  in  Practical  Arts  such  as  agriculture,  general  shop, 
woodworking,  graphic  arts,  etc.  It  would  also  require  hous- 
ing of  such  units. 

Item  5  could  be  developed  if  more  space  became  avail- 
able in  the  academy  building. 

Under  "Action  Strongly  Recommended",  all  items  under 
1;  a,  b,  c,  d,  and  e,  are  again  administrative  problems  and 
can  be  solved  by  the  staff. 

Item  2;  a,  b,  c,  and  d,  are  definitely  remodeling  and  finan- 
cial problems  and  can  be  solved  only  by  increased  budget 
appropriations. 

The  principal  should  definitely  have  more  administrative 
time.  The  pressure  of  problems  outside  of  the  field  of 
teaching  demand  more  of  the  principal's  time  yearly.  This 
time  can  only  be  obtained  by  a  larger  teaching  staff  which  is 
definitely  a  recommendation. 

Appreciation  is  again  expressed  to  the  citizenry  for  its 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  pupils  of  the  community,  to 
the  members  of  the  school  board  for  their  cooperative 
efforts,  and  to  the  teaching  staff  of  both  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  for  the  loyalty  and  industry  shown  at  all 
times.

PRINCIPAL'S    REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

1  submit  herein  my  thirty-fourth  annual  report  of  Haver- 
hill Academy  and  High  School  lor  the  year  ending  Decern 
ber  31,  L957. 

The  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1957-58  beginning  in 
September  and  ending  on  the  above  dale  is  one  hundred 
twelve.  Ten  have  left  school  to  date  leaving  the  presenl 
enrollment  at  one  hundred  two.  Of  the  ten  who  have  left, 
six  have  transferred  to  other  schools  because  of  change  of 
residence.  There  are  eleven  tuition  pupils  enrolled.  Eight 
come  from  the  town  of  Piermont,  two  from  Warren  and 
(inc  from  Benton. 

Distributed  by  classes  the  enrollment  is  as  follows:

Sophomores 
Freshmen

With  thirty-three  in  the  eighth  grade  and  with  twenty- 
three  possible  graduates  in  June,  the  enrollment  next  year 
will  probably  exceed  somewhat  the  one  hundred  twelve 
enrolled  this  year.  While  the  use  of  Southard  Hall  as  a  class 
room  and  the  division  of  the  main  room  in  the  Academy 
building  by  means  of  accordian-type  doors,  have  relieved 
the  crowded  conditions  in  the  class  rooms  to  some  extent, 
several  of  the  classes  still  have  to  be  held  in  rooms  too  small 
for  the  most  effective  work.  Particularly  is  this  true  in  the 
English  classes,  the  ninth  and  tenth  grade  sciences  classes, 
and  the  ninth  and  tenth  grade  Domestic  Arts  classes. 

The  problem  is  not  only  one  of  too-small-classrooms. 
While  classes  of  thirty  to  forty  composed  of  pupils  with  a 
narrow  range  of  abilities  and  interests  and  imbued  with  a 
willness  to  work,  can  be  effectively  taught  in  adequate 
class-rooms,  large  classes  composed  of  pupils  with  wide 
ranges  of  abilities  and  interests  can  not  be  effectively 
taught  even  in  spacious  class-rooms.  Thus  the  problems 
and  their  solutions  become  two-fold. 

The   problem  of  meeting  the   requirements   and   recom- 
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mendations  for  continued  approval  imposed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  under  the  new,  "Minimum 
Standards  for  Secondary  Schools",  is  not  a  new  one.  How- 
ever its  solution  does  become  more  immediate.  (The  recom- 
mendations and  requirements  are  printed,  in  full,  in  Mr. 
Bennett's  report.) 

The  following  pupils  were  awarded  diplomas  at  the  Com- 
mencement Exercises  in  June:  David  Clement,  Rachel 
Clark,  Doris  Irwin,  Evelyn  Gilman,  Anna  Martin  and  Ralph 
Wright.  Scholarship  honors  were  won  by  Doris  Irwin  and 
Rachel  Clark.  Rachel  Clark  also  won  the  Scholarship, 
Loyalty,  and  Achievement  Medal. 

The  usual  extra-curricular  activities  have  been  main- 
tained with  increasing  numbers  participating.  The  athletic 
teams  enjoyed  very  successful  seasons  from  the  standpoint 
of  games  won  and  received  from  their  opponents  repeated 
praise  for  their  sportsmanship  and  fair  play.  The  use  of 
the  new  gym  and  baseball  field  at  North  Haverhill  has  been 
a  joy  and  delight. 

The  manner  and  means  by  which  the  requirements  and 
recommendations  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  are 
to  be  met  will  necessarily  have  to  be  a  matter  of  community 
and  committee  discussion  and  planning  and  final  action 
left  to  the  voters  of  the  district.

City,  New  Jersey.  There  were  five  school  nurses  present 
from  New  Hampshire.

REPORT   FROM   THE   WHITE    MOUNTAINS 
REGION   ASSOCIATION 

"Twenty  Yeors  of  Progress" — 1938-1958 

It  is  a  pleasure  U>  be  able  to  report  on  the  twentieth  year 
of  successful  operation  of  your  Region  Association.  Reach- 
ing this  milestone  shows  a  solid  record  of  accomplishment 
and  mutual  co-operation  between  the  towns  and  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

For  a  long  time  nobody  knew  exactly  how  to  prove  thai 
real  hard  cash  was  coming  into  the  area  from  our  efforts. 
However,  for  the  last  three  years  we've  run  an  annual 
survey  of  people  previously  contacted  in  some  way,  to  find 
out  if  they  ever  did  come  here  and  spend  any  money.  Much 
as  we've  always  believed  in  this  work,  we  were  still  amazed 
at  the  extent  of  income  indicated  by  the  survey  returns. 
Every  time,  just  a  few  parties  out  of  the  survey  sample 
would  prove  to  have  spent  around  three  times  as  much  in 
this  region  as  the  total  of  all  the  town  appropriations!  Care- 
ful estimates  indicate  over  half  a  million  dollars  a  year  are 
being  spent  here  by  people  contacted  through  Region  pub- 
licity. If  that  sounds  like  baloney,  remember  that  the  whole 
state  does  a  210-million  dollar  vacation  business! 

Demands  on  our  literature — in  which  every  town  is  rep- 
resented in  every  folder — have  never  been  so  heavy.  To  cite 
one  example,  our  Fall  Foliage  promotion  (remember  those 
bright  red  'leaves'  you  saw  on  the  roads?  We  put  'em  up) 
got  attention  from  as  far  away  as  Texas  and  California, 
and  we  had  to  print  up  an  extra  3000  foliage  maps  in  a 
hurry.  A  card  we  had  placed  in  Samsonite  luggage  stores 
across  the  country  brought  in  another  3000  replies  in  addi- 
tion to  our  usual  requests  for  Region  folders.  All  told  we've 
sent  out  as  usual  around  100,000  pieces  of  material,  plus 
pictures,  news  stories,  radio  and  TV  'plugs'.  We've  helped 
all  we  could  to  promote  community  events  here  at  home, 
while  spending  a  good  deal  of  time  at  shows  and  exhibitions 
in  major  cities  (we  are  adding  a  new  one  this  year,  Cleve- 
land) . 

The  4-H  Awards  Program  continues  to  be  successful  and 
popular,  and  over  15  clubs  throughout  the  region  are  helped 
and  encouraged  through  it  in  this  very  worthwhile  work 
by  cash  awards,  trophies,  and  magazine  subscriptions  to 
clubs,  members  and  leaders.

A  lot  of  work  has  been  done  on  transportation,  a  very 
serious  situation  here.  Active  work  has  been  done  trying  to 
save  what  we  can  of  our  rail  passenger  service.  Much  cor- 
respondence and  attendance  at  hearings  have  been  aimed  at 
improving  the  airline  service.  We  have  been  working  with 
the  bus  companies  planning  a  campaign  with  them,  since 
the  rail  situation  seems  to  be  so  shaky.  We  have  kept  in 
close  touch  with  the  highway  situation,  hoping  Region  roads 
may  receive  necessary  attention. 

The  items  above  are  brief  highlights,  and  there  is  much 
more  going  on  continuously.  This  is  a  full  time,  year-round 
effort  aimed  at  benefiting  you  and  your  town — that's  the 
only  reason  this  Association  exists,  to  bring  about  conditions 
that  bring  in  money  that  eases  the  tax  'bite'  on  your  pocket- 
book.  Your  support  makes  it  possible,  and  we  thank  you 
for  it.
